The net result of the operations through 
the Customs doring the month of Jaly was to 
add rather more than a quarter of million to 
the increase in import valaes dariog the car- 
rent year, The actual clearances amounted to 
LE 1,786,070 against LR 1,509,936 for Joly 
1905, the difference being one of L E 276,134.

Remember that two years ago a section of the 
Eoglith Press affected to see the hand of Ger- 
many behind the recalcitrance of Tibet. What 
nonsense ! 

„Then, again, the Press agitation in connec- 
tion with the Bagdad Railway. This preject 
never was and never could be more than a 
purely commercial undertaking as far as Ger- 
many is concerned. We are all commercial 
rivals in Turkey, and nothing more. All of us 
are intent oo making money in Tarkey ; bat 
whereas some try to do so without waiting to 
give a fair equivalent in return, those Germans 
who are saccessfal there, at least work for 
their bite.

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THE PRODUCTION OF PAPER, 


CONSUMPTION OF FORESTS. 


Prof. R. K. Dancab, of Kansas University, 
in the course of s series of articles contributed 
to ‘Harper's Magazine” on The Wonders of 
Cellalose.” deals in the September number with 
the prodaction of. paper. He says that if one 
asked the man in the street” what paper was 


made of, be woald almost certainly a rage; 


bot the answer would be absardly- inadequate, 
for there exists not one thousandth part of the 
rags that would be necessary. Oar civilisation 
exists largely on paper basis, and in Bogland 


alone it reqoires 650 mills, prodacing 30,000 


tons a week to falfil our needs. To feed these, 
science laid her hand on cellulose which we 
cannot make, bat oan only take trom plants. 
In the plant the cellulose of the cell walls, with 
the exception of cotton, which is unique, does 
not stand ap pure and free, and uncombined, 
but exists always encrasted chemically with 
some other substance. The substance of woody 
fibre is thas always cellulose X, and the problem 
of science was either to manufacture paper 
direct'y out of cellulose X (ligno cellulose or 
wood fibre) or to deviee some practical method 
of extracting the X substance from the cella'ose, 
and thos obtain it pore and free for paper. 


Both methods are practised to-day. Paper 


boxes, wrapping-paper and almost all the 
pewspapers of the land, are made, not of rags, 
but simply of disintegrated deal boards pound - 


ed and mashed and amalgamated into paper. 


Any one of the large London or American 
daily papers consames each day fally ten acres 
of an average forest, Sach paper does not last. 
The wood fibre oat of which it is made is, 
unlike pure cellulose, actei upon by light and 
air and water and the orgavisms of decay. This 
is bad, bat not wholly bad, for most of the 
literature appearing on thie paper is made as 
mechanically as the paper itself, and it is fitting 
that it should be as ephemeral in fact as it is 
in nature. England, alone, every year, imports 
some 350,000 tons of this mechanical wood. 
pulp to tarn it into paper. She imports also 
some 200,009 tons of what is called “chemical 
wood · pulp i. s., wood from which the en- 
crusting impurities have been chemically re- 
moved, and which consists of callulove almost 
pure.
